Work on the Engine of Death Begun 
Today—Effort Being Made to Get Jack­ 
son to Confess—Mrs. W ailing V i*lts Her

Covington, Ky., Feb. 20.—The con­ 
tract for the construction of Jackson 
and W alling’s scaffold has been let, and 
the contractor began work on the struc­ 
ture today. 
The scaffold w ill be 12 feet square 
aud 2 2 feet high, with the trap platforms 


1 2 feet from the ground. 
It w ill be 
built of the best pine wood and so con­ 
structed that not a nail w ill be used. 
The plans for the scaffold were sub­ 
mitted to Judge Helm and Sheriff Plum ­ 
mer, who approved them.

show that one lever w ill drop both 
traps.

FIRE IN A SCH O O L BUILDING. 


Children Become Fanic*trlcken and a 
Number Were Severely Burned. 
Boston, Feb. 20.—Fire broke out in 
the Everett school building yesterday 
aud caused a panic among tho children. 
The fire originated in a wastebasket 
and was soon 
extinguished 
by the 
teacher who discovered it, but as the 
fire dismissal signal had been given aud 
the pupils began to file out, those on 
the lower floor passed out in line, but 
when those in the upper rooms reached 
the first floor and saw the smoke which 
was quite dense, they made a break for 
the doors. 
These were guarded by a 
storm porch with doors opening on the 
sides. 
The children 
in front were 
forced by those behind them against 
the partition at the front of the porch 
and in a moment the children were ly­ 
ing 10 deep on the floor. 
By prompt 
and energetic effort the teachers soon 
quieted the excited pupils aud in a 
short time the pOrch was cleared. Then 
it was found that 13 pupils were severe 
lv injured while several others were 
sliglitlv hurt. 
Five of the 13 were un­ 
conscious when found. 
At the time of 
the fire there were over 1,300 children 
in the school.

CHURCH NOTES. 
Rev 
Rice closed an interesting re­ 


vival at Acme yesterdayn orming 


on 
the uoiuination cf Henry Clay for tho 
presidency. The chief manipulator was 
Thurlow Weed, who appeared there as 
the friend of Governor Sewarrl, and the 
future member of th«> powerful firm of 
Seward, Weed & Greeley. 
This firm 
was indeed the outcome of the ensu 
ing campaign. Greeley was at the oon 
I vention, little dreaming that the cam­ 
paign which was to follow would give 
him the opportunity for developing tlw 
qualities which were to make him the 
first editor of his time and lead to the 
foundation of a groat newspaper to be 
forever linked indissolubly with his 
name. 
Weed went into convention with 
the determination of defeating Clay. He 
says in his 
autobiography that he 
had had the New York delegation in­ 
structed for Scott to keep it from Clay, 
his real candidate being Harrison. 
! 
He entered into an agreement with 
friends of Webster, on the way to Har­ 
risburg from New York city, to act to 
geter for Clay’s defeat. W ebster was in 
I Europe at the time and had sent word 
i to his friends declining to be a candi­ 
date, prim arily because of Weed’s re­ 
fusal to support him. 
After detailirg 
i these facts Mr. Weed goes on to say that, 
on reaching Harrisburg, “ we found a 
decided plurality in favor of Mr. Clay,” 
but that, “ in the opinion of the dele- 
1 gates from Pennsylvania and N< w York, 
: Mr. Clay could not carry either of those 
! states, and without them he could not 
bo elected. ” 
Weed admits a bargain in favor of 
Harrison with the friends both of Web­ 
ster and of Scott, and says the “ final 
vote was intentionally delayed by tho 
friends of the stronger candidate (H ar­ 
rison) for 24 hours” in order to placate 
the angry friends of Clay, “ whoso dis­ 
appointment aud vexation found excited 
expression. ” 
Greeley makes frank admission in 
his “ Recollectionsof a Busy Life” as to 
the plot by saying that the parties to 
it, chiefly W e^l, “ judged that he (Clay) 
could not be chosen, if nominated, 
while another could be, and acted ac­ 
cordingly,” adding, “ If politics do not 
meditate tho achievement of beneficent 
ends through the uhuic« uiid u»« of Ílií 
jafest aud most effective means, I whol 
ly misapprehend them .” 
This somewhat Jesuitical view did 
not striko Clay and his friends as an 
adequate justification of the methods by 
wnich au admitted m ajority of tho eon 
vention had been prevented from ex 
pressing its will. 
John Tyler of V ir 
ginia, one of Clay’s most ardent friends 
in tho convention, was so overcome w ith 
grief at Harrison’s nomination that no 
wood tears, and after several unavailing 
efforts to get some one els*» to take the 
nomination for rice president Tyler 
was named for it, his tears having con­ 
vinced the convention that the placing 
of so devoted a friend of Clay on the 
ticket would go far to heal the wound* 
that the methods of the convention had 
caused. 
Clay’s rago at the outcome was un 
bounded. Ho had been assuming in thf 
senate a lofty indifference to the presi­ 
dency, his famous saying, “ I would 
rather be right than be president,” hav­ 
ing been mad«* public only a short time 
before the convention m et There wat 
nobody in the senate at that time of suf 
ficiontly nimble w it to think of the bit 
ing retort which Speaker Reed man) 
years later made to a congressman who 
for the thousandth time was strutting 
about in Clay’s cast off garments: 
“ Don’t give yourself the si.ghtest un­ 
easiness. You’ll never be eitie r.’’ Bu< 
Clay had given himself great uneosi 
ness, for he was most desirous of the 
nomination. 
He had been a candidato 
eight years earlier, when he had nc 
chance of election, and he believed firm­ 
ly now that if nominated he could be 
elected. 
When tho news from Harrisburg 
reached him in Washington, he lost all 
control of hinjs* lf. “ He had been drink 
ing heavily in the excitement of expec­ 
tation, ” says Henry A Wise, who wa« 
w ith him. 
“ He rose from his « hair, 
and, walking backward and forward 
rapidly, lifting his feet like a home 
■tringbalted in both legs, stamped hi« 
boots upon the floor, exclaiming: ‘My 
friends are not worth the powder aud 
shot it would take to kill them. 
It is « 
diabolical intrigue, I know* now, which 
has betrayed me. I am the most unfor­ 
tunate man in the history of partied— 
always $un by my frie nds when sure tc 
be defeated, and now betrayed for 
a 
nomination when I or any one would be 
sure of au election.’ ” —“ Humor and

Bill Providing a New M ethod For the 
R einvestm ent of the State University 
Funds Gets T hrough the House—Senate 
Measure P erm itting the O rganization of 
Trust Companies In Certain Cases Passed. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 20.—The interests 
in the legislature Friday lay almost en­ 
tirely in the house. It passed the Linck 
antitrust bill, which is a copy of the 
Georgia law so amended as not to inter­ 
fere with the price agreements of whole­ 
salers. 
Then it got up a little excite­ 
ment over a religious question aud 
adopted a resolution condemning the 
“Story of Liberty” as a book unfit to be 
in the public schools, because it reflect­ 
ed upon the Roman Catholic church. 
It defeated an effort to rush the Indi­ 
anapolis street railroad bill, as amended 
by the senate, through the house. 
Sen­ 
ator Duncan’s bill, providing a new 
method for tho reinvestment of the 
funds for the State University, was 
passed under suspension of the rules by 
the house without opposition, but when 
his second Dill, authorizing 
Monroe 
county to make donations to the uni­ 
versity, came up there was much dis­ 
cussion. 
They suspended the rules, 
however, aud passed the bill by a vote 
of OI to 27. 
The senate spent most of Friday 
morning fighting over one of the caucus 
measures to amend the Fort W ayne 
charter so that ail councilmen will be 
elected by wards instead of having a 
part of them elected at large, and the 
majority report favoring the measure 
was adopted. The senate passed a num ­ 
ber of minor bills as fallows: Perm it­ 
ting the organization of trust compa­ 
nies with not lass than $50,000 capital 
stock in counties of 1ms than 60,000 in­ 
habitants; to permit the ownership of 
real estate by aliens; amending the law 
regarding garnishments; the 
second 
Vandalia bill, which had already passed 
the house; legalizing the issue of bonds 
at Jeffersonville, over which there has 
been much litigation.

20.—The house 
had a very lively discussion over a re­ 
ligious question Friday brought up by 
Mr. W ailrath’s resolution condemning 
“The Story of Liberty,” one of the 
books sent out by the Young People's 
Reading circle. The education commit* 
tee brought in two reports on the reso­ 
lution, the majority against it and the 
minority for it. 
Mr. Wallrath spoke 
vehemently for the resolution, declar­ 
ing that the book was a re-hash of old 
lim and calumnies against the Catholic 
church. 
Ile was supported by Messrs. 
W illoughby, 
Lambert 
and 
Linck. 
Messrs. Nicholson, Packard and Ran­ 
dolph supported the majority report of 
the committee, but the minority report 
sustaining the resolution was adopted 
bv a very heavy vote. 


A n titru st HIU. 
Indianapolis, Feb. 20.—The 
anti* 
trust bill, which passed the house yes­ 
terday, simply applies to manufacturers 
aud those who “control the output.” 
Mr. Schoonover offered an amendment, 
similar to the one he tried to get in the 
day before, so that the bill would make 
unlawful all contracts for uniformity of 
prices aiuoug competitors 
and price 
agreements of every kind with a motion 
to recommit. 
He talked at some length 
in behalf of his amendment, and de* 
dared that those price agreements l>ore 
more heavily upon the consumers than 
the op*‘rations of the big trusts 
The 
amendment was not discussed further, 
aud the motion to recommit was lost by 
a vote of 49 to 48. 
The bill then passed 
by a vote of 91 to 5. 
The Gilbert anti­ 
trust bill, which has passed the seuate, 
is now before the house and is very 
mach like the Linck bill in its effect.

Convention's Action. 


The Whig convention of 1889 was 
held in a new Lutheran church in Har­ 
risburg, and it is a safe assumption that 
never before or since has a house of God 
been made the scene of so much and so 
adroit political maneuvering aa went 
on there for tho purpose of preventing 
the nomination cf Henry Clay for tho 
presidency. The chief manipulator was 
Thurlow Weed, who appeared there as 
the friend of Governor Seward, and the 
future member of the powerful firm of 
Seward, Weed & Greeley. 
This firm 
was indeed tho outcome of the ©nan 
ing campaign. Greeley was at the con 
vention, little dreaming that the cam­ 
paign which was to follow would give 
him the opportunity for developing the 
qualities which were to make him tho 
first editor of his time and lead to the 
foundation of a great newspaper to be 
forever linked indissolubly with his 
name. 
Weed went into convent ion with 
the determination of defeating Cl ay. He 
says in his 
autobiography that he 
had had the New York delegation in­ 
structed for Scott to keep it from Clay, 
his real candidate being Harrison. 
He entered into an agreement with 
friends of Webster, on the way to Har­ 
risburg from New York city, to act to- 
geter for Clay’s defeat. Webster was in 
Europe at the time and had sent word 
to his friends declining to be a candi­ 
date, primarily because of Weed's re­ 
fusal to support him. 
After detailing 
these facts Mr. Weed goes on to say that, 
en reaching Harrisburg, “ wo found a 
decided plurality in favor of Mr. Clay,” 
but that, “ in tho opinion of the dele­ 
gates from Pennsylvania anil New York, 
Mr. Clay could not carry either of those 
states, and without them he could not 
be elected. “ 
We< «l admits a bargain in favor of 
Harrison with the friends both of Web­ 
ster and of Scott, and says the “ final 
vote was intentionally delayed by the 
friends of the stronger candidate (Har­ 
rison) for 24 hours” in order to placate 
the angry friends of Clay, “ whose dis­ 
appointment and vexation found excited 
expression. ’ ’ 
Greeley makes frank admission in 
his “ Recollectionsof a Busy Life” as to 
the plot by saying that tin* parties to 
it, chiefly W< cd, “judged that he {Clay) 
could not be chosen, if nominated, 
while another could be, and act id ac­ 
cordingly,” adding, “ If politics do not 
meditate the achievement of beneficent 
ends through the choice and use of the 
safest aud most effective means, I whol 
ly misapprehend them.’’ 
This somewhat Jesuitical view did 
not strike Clay and his friends as an 
adequate justification of the methods by 
wnieh an admitted majority of th*- eon 
vention had been prevented from ex 
preening its will. 
John Tyler of Vir 
ginia, one of Olay’s nnod ardent friend* 
in th© convention, was so overcome w ith 
grief at Harrison’s nomination that ho 
shed tears, and after several unavailing 
efforts to get wane one cis*- lo take the 
nomination for 
rice president Tyler 
was named for it, his tears having con­ 
vinced the convention that the placing 
of ho devoted a friend of Clayen the 
ticket would go far to heal the wounds 
that the methods of tho convention had 
caused. 
Clay’s rage at tho outcome was un 
bounded. He had been assuming in I hr 
senate a lofty indifference to the presi­ 
dency, his famous saying, “ I would 
rather be right than be president, " hav­ 
ing been made publio only a short time 
before Hie convention met, 
There wa* 
nobody in tile senate ut that time of suf 
fioiently nimble wit to think of the bit­ 
ing retort which Speaker R* '*d many 
years later made to a congressman who 
for the thousandth time was strutting 
about in Clay’s cast off garments: 
“Don’t give yourself the slightest im- 
casinos*. You’ll never be either. ” Bu« 
Clay had given himself great uncos? 
ness, for ho was most, desirous of the 
nomination. 
He hail been a candidate 
eight years earlier, when he hod ne 
chance of election, mid he believed firm­ 
ly now' that if nominated ho amid I* 
electi*d. 
When tho newt from Harrisburg 
reached him in Washington, he lost all 
control of himself. “ Ho had been drink 
ing heavily in the excitement of • spec 
tation,” says Henry A. Wise, w ho Ava* 
with him. 
“ He rose from his ohuir, 
aud, walking backward and fittward 
rapidly, lifting Ilia feet like a horse 
striughaltod in both legs, stamped las 
boots upon the floor, exclaiming: 'My 
friends are not worth the powder aud 
•hot it would take to kill them. 
It is a 
diabolical intrigue, I know now, which 
has betrayed me. 
I am the most unfor­ 
tunate man iu the history of pattie#- 
always t;uu by my friends when sure Ic 
be defeated, and now ho tray od for * 
nomination when I cm- any one would be 
Buro of an ©lection.’ ’’—-“ Humor and 
Pathos of President ial Conventions,' by 
Joe* ph It.
